Counterfeit Antiques Openly 
Manu- 


factured In Italy. 


Speaking of the 
manufacture of 


counterfeit paintings in Italy, a writer 
In tho National Review says that soiner 
times genuine old pictures are'really... 
discovered In peasants' houses, but 
rarely In good condition. 


The peasants have a disastrous trick 


of rubbing pictures with onions to 
clean them. By so doing they take oft 
not only the varnish, but the precious 
patina and certain colors, in many 
cases leaving only the mere gold back- 
ground (supposing the picture is of 
that date) and the more deeply Incised 
lines. These wrecks are eagerly bought" 
for a trine by art dealers, who employ 
skilled experts to restore or rather .to " 
remake them on the basis ot the orlgi; , 
nal outlines. 


Pictures of the early period •with 


gold backgrounds and quaint drafts- 
manship are regularly manufactured, 
especially at Siona, where the panels 
can be seen openly drying before the 
shop doors. Their foundation Is a pan- 
el properly worm eaten and chemically 
aged, painted on tho gesso, ground that 
was the basis for all "pictures of that 
epoch and to which they owe their lu- 
minous qualities. 
.Such pictures are often made up out 
of a number of really old but ruined 
pictures mid are an ingenious puzzle- 
that require dexterity, taste and knowl- 
edge to construct.

Naphtbii is an Inflammable liiiilid 


which exudes from the soil In cerlaln 
parts of Persia. Subsequently 'tho use 
of the term spread !o include some 
volatile oils found in ICurope and even 
America. The product of the oil fields 
of southern Russia Is usually called 
naphtha, although It differs iu no way 
from the ordinary grades of petroleum. 


Naphtha properly Includes 'the light- 


er oils which pass off first in the dis- 
tillation'1 of petroleum, the gravities 
ranging from 00 to 02 degrees Heaume. 
Pennsylvania crude oil contains from 
8 to 110 per cent of naphtha. 
In (lie 


refining of such naphtha several prod- 
ucts are obtained by fractional distilla- 
tion. 
Those which pass off 
Ural — 


namely, rhigolene and cymogene— are 
gases, at ordinary temperatures and 
arc seldom saved. The next product 
Is'kuown as gasoline, a material large- 
ly used In machines and for illuminat- 
ing purposes. 
After this come stove 


naphtha and gas naphtha, the hitler 
being the base of much of (he illumi- 
nating gas now made. 


Petroleum naphtha is often trealcil 


with chemicals to deodori/.e it. Naph- 
tha may also be made in the disl illa- 
tion of wood and coal tar. — New X'ork 
American.
